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School Councils have begun their work

School Councils are in place and 
each individual council has begun its 
work to finalize a needs-assessment 
form and to create a School Improve- 
ment Plan for its school. 

Currently, each council has either 
finished, or is in the final stages in the 
process of finishing, a needs assess- 
ment form that is to be sent out to each 
parent or guardian of a student at the 
school, according to Mark McQuillan, 
superintendent of schools. These forms 
are expected to be mailed out shortly 
after the holiday. The needs assess- 
ment forms essentially ask for com- 
ments on what is right and what needs 
improvement in various elements of 
the school or curriculum. 

The councils will use these respons- 
es in creating School Improvement 
Plans, their most important task. 

“They really need to see themselves 
as working for the betterment of the 
school, but also as working within the 
overall system.” said Dr. McQuillan. 


According to Tim Thomas, principal 
of Andover High School, the High 
School Council has broken up into 
groups to handle various elements 
within the needs assessment form, and 
will do the same to deal with its School 
Improvement Plan. 

The Education Reform Act requires 
each council to address several aspects 
of its school’s makeup in creating its 
School Improvement Plan. 

“Each council will be doing things a 
little bit different, as you’d expect, 
since they’re autonomous groups,” 
said Dr. MeQuillan. 

The required areas of input for the 
School Improvement Plan include stu- 
dent-teacher ratios, ratios of students 
to support personnel and an assess- 
ment of the impact of class size on stu- 
dent performance, If it is deemed neces- 
sary, Schoo] Councils must then create 
a plan to bring class sizes down to a 
more acceptable level. 

School Councils at each school will 
look at plans for enhancing parental

They will also address 
the area of extracurricular activities, 
review school safety and discipline, 
and look at ways to meet the diverse 
learning needs of students. 

According to Dr. McQuillan, the 
bulk, if not all, of the School Councils’ 
work would be the creation of these 
School Improvement Plans 

“That’s what their assignment is 
this year, and I think that’s their 
assignment long term,” he said. 

“They will have to turn in the plan 
some time in May,” said Dr. McQuil- 
lan. 

The School Committee has 30 days 
after a council hands in its School 
Improvement Plan to either pass the 
plan or send it back for revision. If the 
30 days expires without the School 
Committee ruling on a plan, then the 
plan is automatically approved. 

“The School Committee has a very 
rigid time schedule to approve these,” 


said Dr. McQuillan, 

The members of the councils for all 
Andover schools met at the High 
School earlier this month for a pizza 
dinner and discussion of the state-man- 
dated role of each council. 

Dr. McQuillan, Senator John 
O’Brien, D-Andover, and state Rep. 
Gary Coon, R-Andover, offered the 
greetings, and Nancy Peace gave an 
overview of the Education Reform Act, 
the act that mandated the creation of 
councils for each public school in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Dr. Peace explained the implication 
of the law to the council members and, 
according to Dr. McQuillan, outlined 
both what the councils should address 
and “what they would be wise not to 
get into at this point.” 

Gail Zeman, the schools’ business 
manager, and Richard Neal, assistant 
superintendent of schools, explained 
the budget cycle, the curriculum plan, 
and how both would relate to the work 
of each council.

AT CROSS PURPOSES 

It is normally the case thal the arch of the lower jaw (mandible) 
is slightly smaller than the arch of the upper jaw. This sizing 
ensures that the jaws will close with the upper front teeth 
(incisors) outside the lower ones. As for the molars, the uppers 
normally close on the inner edges of the lowers. However, it may 
happen that a discrepancy causes some of the teeth of the lower 
jaw to close across the upper teeth. This is Known as a 
“crossbite,” It may be due to a lower jaw that is too long in 
relation to the upper jaw, or the lower jaw might nol properly 
match the width of the upper jaw. If crossbite does not arise from 
a mismatch in jaw sizes, it may be due to primary upper front 
teeth that fail to fall out on schedule and permanent incisors 
having to erupt behind them

lower cost per square foot, would have had a 
minimal impact on physical education class 
es and sports use, and met the educational 
program specifications. State reimburse- 
ment at 60 percent had already been con- 
firmed at an earlier conference. 

However, a graduation ceremony could 
not be held in the gym created by Option 1 
and there would not have been a 1/11th mile 
track. There also were no provisions for an 
elevated track and no opportunity for 
greater use of the facility by the community 
under this scheme. 

Option 1 would have allowed for the gym 
floor space to expand from 16,000 square feet 
to 18,750 square feet, and the overall gym 
space to increase to 21,000 square feet. 

Option 1A, still presently being consid 
ered and evaluated, expands the existing 
16,000 square feet gymnasium to more than 
27,000 square feet with an option to add an 
elevated 7,500-square-foot running track. 

“We know the Option 1 spees have been 
approved by the state. We are hopeful we can 
sell to the state Option 1A,” said Mr. Marsh. 

He said that he believed the state would 
reimburse for the approximately 27,000 
square feet of Option 1A but would not cover 
the elevated track. The elevated track. is an 
option that may be voted on at April Town 
Meeting. 

“The upper level is not a competitive 
track,” said Mr. Marsh. “It's a community 
use track,” 

The gym created by Option 1A would have 
a 1/11th mile track, would have the appropri 
ate infrastructure to allow for the addition of 
an elevated track, would accommodate up to 
3,000 people at graduation ceremonies or all- 
school assemblies, would allow for increased 
community use, and exceeded the education- 
al program’s specifications. 

However, Option 1A is expected to cost 
more than Option 1 and gymnasium walls 
would have to be knocked down because of 
the expansion necessary to add the indoor 
track, 

Mr. Soleau said he believed the school 
would lose use of the gym for up to nine 
months under Option 1A.

NEW RULES FOR DEDUCTING JOB-RELATED MOVES 
Home buyers who have job-related moves in 1994 will find that the new 


tax law does not permit them to deduct as many moving expenses as 
before. Under the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1993's new 
guidelines, the distance from an employee's old residence to his or her 
new job location must be al least 50 miles greater than the old work 
place. (Prior to 1994, the minimum distance needed to qualify for a 
deduction was 35 miles). In addition, the new tax law reduces expenses 
that were previously deductible, such as travel meals, and lodging on 
house-hunting trips; the cost of temporary lodging in the new work area; 
meal cost while moving’ and closing costs on the sale of the old home 
and purchase of the new one. In conjunction with new restrictions on the 
deductibility of business entertainment expenses (from 80% sown to 
50%) these changes in the deductibility of job-related moves will be a 
difficult adjustment for some business people

Board of Selectmen approves 
changes to Shawsheen Square 


Shawsheen Square changes approved 

Selectmen Monday night approved a plan 
to add a third northbound lane on North 
Main Street at Shawsheen Square, a dedicat- 
ed left-hand turn, to improve the flow of traf- 
fic in the square. 

The plan approved Monday night creates 
the third northbound lane adjacent to the 
existing traffic island, allowing for retention 
of cars waiting to turn left. The street will be 
widened approximately four feet into the 
parking area south of Haverhill Street and 
three feet on the northeast corner of the 
intersection adjacent to the car dealership. 

A hook would be added to the left side of 
the parking lot exit onto Haverhill Street to 
discourage cars from turning left out of the 
lot into the square. 

The timing of the lights will be for the 
northbound left turn to be allowed first, fol- 
lowed by the southbound left and through 
traffic, then through traffic in both direc- 
tions. 

Construction could be completed in the 
spring, according to John Kennedy, an engi- 
neer for Vanasse Hangen Brustlin Inc. 

Unfortunately, the plan does not address 
the considerable backups that occur on Low- 
ell Street leading into the square, and may 
even make those delays worse because of the 
added delay for the northbound left turn. The 
problem there is that one car waiting to turn 
north out of Lowell Street onto North Main 
Street blocks all other traffic trying to come 
out of Lowell Street. That is another problem 
that will have to be dealt with separately in 
the future. 

The plan approved Monday was one of 
three proposed. The first called for removal 
of the traffic island on North Main Street. 
The third plan called for taking about 10 
more feet of the parking area, landscaping 


and benches in front of the Balmoral soccer 
field. 

Shawsheen area residents are happy with 
the plan selectmen approved, according to 
those who attended Monday night’s meeting. 

“Basically I think everybody likes plan 
two,” said Jim Sellers, of 40 York St. 

Capital Improvement approved 

Selectmen unanimously approved Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski’s revised Capital 
Improvement Program for fiscal 1995-1999, 
which calls for funding $19.6 million in capi- 
tal projects next year and a total of $55.8 mil- 
lion in projects during the next five years. 

The town manager will now turn his 
attention to compiling his recommended fis- 
cal 95 budget for release Friday, Jan. 21. Mr. 
Stapezynski, who will present his budget to 
selectmen at the board’s Jan. 24 meeting, said 
it will include as many of the projects out- 
lined in the CIP as possible. 

General Community Action Statement 

Board members gave Mr. Stapezynski 
some direction for developing a community 
action statement to be used in applying for 
state grants, but left the specific wording up 
to the town manager. The statement, which 
is required by the state Executive Office of 
Communities and Development for towns 
that are applying for some state grants, is 
supposed to list the town’s five priorities. 

“Tt will let a bureaucrat in Boston under- 
stand what our needs are,” Mr, Stapezynski 
said. 

“A senior center would be right at the top 
as far as I’m concerned,” Selectman Larry 
Larsen said. 

Selectmen talked about specific needs, 
such as a new senior center, upgrading roads 
and sidewalks, school construction and pur- 
chasing open space, but decided broader, 
more general statements would be more

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A REview OF 1993 


The year 1993 was full of discussion 
about crowded schools, elections and 
coming and going businesses in the 
downtown. In a three-part series, the 
Townsman staff reviews the news of 
1993. 


January 


Some school officials were worried 
that plans to enlarge Andover High 
School were getting lost in the rush to 
approve plans for a new elementary 
school. 

An Andover family of three was 
killed when the tour bus they were in 
crashed and burned near Cancun, Mex- 
ico.

Andover, like other communities in 
the state, began to deal with a new 
state law signed by the governor the 
previous month, which requires all 
cats to be vaccinated against rabies. 

Ernest Gulla, then 55, of 443 South 
Main St., was saved in a dramatic res- 
cue by Andover police and firefighters 
at Old Mill Pond. Mr. Gulla had been 
out for a walk and he fell through the 
ice, Officers Robert Cronin and patrol- 
man David St. Jean and Officer Calvin 
Metcalf and Sgt. James Hashem helped 
save Mr. Gulla, who officials estimated 
was in the water 45 minutes before get- 
ting out. 

Teachers and negotiators for the 
School Committee reached a tentative 
agreement in a two-year teachers’ con- 
tract.

Nicholas Aznoian, owner of the 
House of Clean dry cleaners and First 
Federal Savings Bank property at 77 
Main St., bought the old post office 
building next door at 71 Main St., and 
said he probably would develop it into 
retail stores.

She is currently 
teaching ninth grade and is a 
sophomore class adviser. 

“She’s an outstanding health 
educator,” said Brenda O’Brien, 
health education coordinator for 
the schools and author of the 
grant proposal. 


Ms. Holden is a graduate of 
the University of Nevada with a 
bachelor’s degree in health edu- 
cation. She did her student 
teaching at Bast Longmeadow 
High School. She was one of six 
applicants interviewed for the 
job. She will work about 12 to 15 
hours a week on the new posi 
tion for an annual salary of 
$13,002.

Street. On a clear day you can see the 
flagpole from far south on Main 
Street,” said Mr. Bowen. 

Its base will have a granite slab for 
sitting.

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A search for a picture finds family and more 


By Brad Pearson 

It’s an axiom worth remembering dur- 
ing this season; an inescapable lesson 
learned by the fortunate as a natural part 
of childhood — one doesn’t always get 
what one wants. 

During the past few years, throughout 
a frustrating search for even one photo- 
graph of Eliza (Messer) Pearson, the 
mother my beloved grandfather adored, 
that lesson has echoed like a refrain. It 
has been a constant companion while 
spending countless hours searching 
through old family negatives, Andover 
Historical Society files, Ballardvale 
church records, microfilmed Townsman 
editions and local library resources. One 
doesn’t always get what one wants. 

The research did reveal that Eliza’s 
widowed mother, Jane (Ritchie) Messer, 
brought her four young children here 
from Scotland in 1857. Here they stayed. 


Jane, who never remarried, worked i’ 


the thriving mills and became a dress- 
maker. Eliza also worked in the mills 
before marrying Charles Pearson in 1881. 
Her sister, Alexandrina, became a “ser- 
vant girl” and later married William 
Burtt here in 1878. 

Their brothers were less fortunate. 

Alexander, then age 7, died in 1861 and 
James, who became a printer, died 
unmarried in 1882. Jane and her children 
are all buried in Andover cemeteries. 


But no photograph of Eliza was found. 
So earlier this year, hope fading, I looked 
for and found two descendants of Alexan- 
drina (Messer) Burtt: a grandson, in Dry- 
den, Maine, and a granddaughter in 
Bellingham, Wash. Could one of them 


have a family photograph showing, if 


only in the background, Eliza's image? 
Letters were written and the respons-

es soon arrived. Alexandrina’s grandson, 
George Burtt, sent a Messer genealogy 
containing numerous family anecdotes 
and the Messers’ Scottish history. 
Alexandrina’s granddaughter, Ena 
(Burtt) Stiff mailed astounding original 
photographs of Jane (Ritchie) Messer and 
Alexandrina (Messer) Burtt. (My wife 
occasionally reminds me of the uninten-

Motorists this Christmas 
holiday should pay the low 
est average gasoline price 
in seven years, the Ameri- 
can Automobile Associa 
tion reports. 

AAA’s monthly Fuel 
Gauge Report shows the 
nationwide average price of 
self-serve regular unleaded 
gasoline is $1,091 per gallon. 
The average price the week 
before Christmas hasn't 
been this low since regular 
unleaded averaged 90.4 
cents per gallon in 1986. 

Gasoline prices are down 
in all regions of the country 
this month except the 
Southwest where the aver- 


age price was up .6 cents per 
gallon to $1.10. 

The biggest price drop 
was recorded in the Great 
Lakes, down 8 cents to 99.5 
cents per gallon, followed 
by the Midwest, down 6.5 
cents to $1,045.
